ORPHANS 


Pure religion and undefiled before God 
and the Father is this, to visit the father- 
fess and widows in their affliction and to 
keep himself unspotted trom the world. 
—James 1:17. 


It is the time of the year when all are 
thinking more or less of gifts, Some pos- 
sibly will not be expecting to receive near 
so many nor will give so many gifts this 
year. You may have said that you are not 
able and will not give anything this year, 
but when Christmas really comes there is 
that good feeling of cheer and you want 
to make some one happy, until you give 
something anyway. Many never think of 
the greatest gift—JESUS, and of the 
most profitable gifts to the most worthy 
persons, but will just give to those who 
many times can never appreciate it. 
Therefore, since we have little to give, 
we should give it where it is most needed 
and where it will be the most appreciated. 


Remember the ORPHANS with an of- 
fering and they will appreciate it so 
much and God will bless you for doing it. 


Why give to the orphans? Because you 
want to KEEP pure religion. (Pure re- 
ligion will visit and GIVE.) 


1. Because we feel responsible for the 
orphans here in Cleveland. They belong to 
us. Had you not opened your heart and 
provided home, clothing and food for 
them, many of them no doubt would have 
been pushed off in unwelcome places, 
possibly some roving the streets with no 
place to go, hungry, and feeling that no- 
body loved them. 


2. Because we are in need of cash to 
take care of the obligations. The expense 
of getting the children ready for the As- 
sembly, as we generally wait until just 
before the Assembly to buy the shoes and 
some of their clothing, the expense drew 
heavily on the cash, and too, since the As- 
sembly for some reason the money has not 
been coming in as well. Possibly the pas- 
tors moving to new fields and added ex- 
pense in different ways is the cause, but 
this Christmas offering will be so much 
appreciated at this time, 


3. Another reason why you should re- 
member the orphans is that we still owe 
several hundred dollars on the new dormi- 
tory building at the boys’ farm. Also, the 
committee has taken more children into 
the homes. 


What to give? MONEY. The many 
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things that you would like to send to the 
orphans, most of them can be be bought 
from the wholesale houses cheaper than 
you can buy them, and then too, save the 
expense of sending it. However, if vou 
should desire to send a box of fruit, nuts, 
candies, etc., this would be appreciated. 
But the most practical gift to the orphans 
here is the cash. 

Pastors, don’t let this opportunity slip 
without taking an offering for the or- 
phans. 

I fancy I can hear hundreds, yes, thou- 
sands say, “Yes, I am giving to the or- 
phans this Christmas,” then do it. Come 
on, everybody, get a blessing in giving. 

It is now time for all our evangelists to 
send in their 1935 license to be exchanged 
for the 1936 license. 

Be sure to give your correct address on 
the back of the license and state also 
whether or not you are pastoring a 
church. 

It is not necessary for bishops, deacons 
or exhorters to send in their certificates 
for renewal. 

After your papers have been renewed 
here at Headquarters, they are mailed to 
your respective state overseer for his 
signature and he will mail your license to 
you, 

If possible, we would be giad to have 
all license for renewal in before the first 
of January.

EXT: 1 Cor. 2:4, “And my preach- 

ing was not with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of 
the Spirit and power.” 


The above quotation was uttered by 
the learned Apostle Paul, showing his re- 
cognition of the fact that it would take 
more than flowery orations to move the 
heart of man and so establish him in the 
faith that he would not be moved. 


We are reminded just here of a noted 
evangelist who is now conducting a cam- 
paign in this country. Evidently from all 
newspaper reports, he is swaying the mul- 
titudes by his fair speech and winning 
personality, so much so that they are 
contributing to his support by hundreds 
of dollars. But alas! his method of get- 
ting them saved is only a handshake and 
a card-signing. Beloved, we know that 
such shallow experiences will never stand 
in the testing times in which we are liv- 
ing, to say nothing of the white light of 
God’s judgment. 

Now, of course, we Church of God 
people are not dumb or blind concerning 
these things, but I fear that if we are not 
careful and prayerful a spirit like unto 
this will come in, causing us to depend on 
our natural ability, forgetting that in or- 
der to bring forth fruit that will remain, 
it must be won by the Word of God, im- 
pregnated with the Spirit and power of 
God by the hearer of the message. 

Is the preaching of the Cross of such 
nonimportance as to justify the one who 
is to stand before the audience of sin- 
ridden, habit-bound, heart-broken hu- 
manity, in loitering around, listening to 
the varied programs which are snatched 
from the air and transferred to one’s liv- 
ing room by the genius of man; which, 
at one turn of a button, places them in 
the atmosphere of Hollywood’s movie 
stars or New York’s gangsterland? 

Or, perchance, instead of a day spent 
intermingled with prayer and searching 
God’s Word for a heaven-born message, 
the day is spent in visiting, indulging in 
light, chaffy conversation, climaxed by a 
sumptuous meal with scarcely enough 
time reserved to snatch up a stale outline 
and hurriedly review a message, which, to 
be sure, is a Bible discourse, but which, 
without the consultation of God, may 
miss the congregation, figuratively speak- 
ing, a hundred miles. The letter without 
the Spirit is dead. 

Beloved it’s no wonder that so many 
professions are palmed off on us while we 
are forced to stand by, helpless, and see 


the cause of Christ suffer as a result, all 
for the lack of the power and presence 
of God. Personally, I am not in favor of a 
“scored up revival.” By this I mean a 
revival just put on to help get. some 
preacher on “his feet” financially, or to 
help some transient workers passing one 
way, which invariably, under such con- 
ditions, will not be entered into whole- 
heartedly. Give me workers who are led 
by the Spirit of God and regardless of 
financial outlook or other foreboding cir- 
cumstances prove their reliance on God 
by their earnest entreaties by prayer, and 
you will see them come forth from their 
prayer chamber a yielded vessel and meet 
for the Master’s use. Instead of singing, 
“Revive us again,” hosannas to the King 
will ring out and the saints of God, thus 
inspired by the leader, will swing the 
doors of their hearts open wide and the 
power of God will sweep the place, put- 
ting to flight the finger waves and caus- 
ing the features of those bedaubed with 
cosmetics to be overflown with tears of 
reconsecration. 

Beloved, the Word says, “The joy of 
the Lord is our strength.” This being 
true, if those in the lead will be yielded 
vessels for the Holy Ghost to work thru. 
the members will be encouraged to do 
likewise, thereby gaining courage and 
strength to surmount the many obstacles 
which daily beset their pathway. 

You may say, “I don’t believe in prim- 
ing the people to shout, neither do I, but 
let’s not put the clamps on, so to speak, 
so that the Spirit of God will not be 
aroused in the hearts of the saints. Free- 
dom of the Spirit of God should be given 
preeminence in our services, for if we 
please God we must worship Him in spirit 
and in truth. 

You say, “I’m afraid to give way to the 
Holy Ghost for fear the flesh will work 
in.” To be sure the enemy is always on 
hand to imitate God’s power, as in 
Aaron’s day when he cast down the rod, 
but remember, Aaron’s rod swallowed up 
the faker’s rods, thus putting them to 
open shame. Let’s have faith enough in 
God to be willing for Him to work, be- 
lieving He is Master of the situation and 
will come on the scene and distinguish 
the right from the wrong. 

We are living in an age that the gifts 
which belong in God’s Church are be- 
coming not only a privilege but a vital 
necessity, We can’t travel much longer 
without power to cast out devils, the 
word of wisdom and knowledge to en- 
able us to settle perplexing problems, to 
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say nothing of the other gifts mentioned. 
There is a time for all things. So far we 
have accomplished much for God’s cause, 
Not so any longer. We are at a standstill, 
spiritually. There is no way forward now 
but the knee route. 

Saints, there is a famine in the land, not 
for the doctrine of the Son of God, this 
we have been in possession of for a num- 
ber of years, but for the mighty power 
of God to work in our midst as in the 
days of the early church. When Paul and 
Silas were put in jail for performing the 
mighty works of God, instead of lament- 
ing they began to sing praises unto God. 
The power of God shook the place, loos- 
ing the prisoners and causing the jailer to 
cry out, “Brethren, what must I do to be 
saved?” 

There is a yearning in the hearts of 
God’s people for more of God, which, as 
in old Elisha’s case, will not be satisfied 
until we move out for God. I am a firm 
supporter of the power and demonstration 
of God in our services. Otherwise we will 
be as the class spoken of in the Word, 
who have a form of godliness but deny 
the power thereof, 

Saints, the enemy is pulling “the wool 
over our eyes,” for a fact, causing us to 
conform to the world in their mode of 
dressing, bedecking ourselves with veils, 
gloves, etc., which are as a muzzle to tne 
Holy Ghost. Of course, such things are 
a hindrance to our rendering whole- 
hearted service to God in rejoicing and 
clapping our hands in praise to God. And 
are they not, when laid on the plumb 
line of God’s eternal Word, just a little 
manifestation of the same spirit possessed 
by the children of Israel when they 
wanted a king like other people? In other 
words, worldly conformity? 

Now, just a word to our young people, 
who today are blessed with the wonder- 
ful privilege to improve their minds and 
talents through the medium of our Bible 
and music school. The Word says, “Study 
to show thyself approved unto God,” or 
in other words, let our main object be 
to please God in being able to bring to 
your hearers the gospel in word and song, 
in a simple, intelligent manner which 
they will not be able to gainsay; not for- 
getting the one thing which is most need- 
ful, and that is that weight of consecra- 
tion and prayer which it takes to balance 
it all, causing it to avail much.

THE EARTH AND THE AGE TO 
COME 


This subject may seem strange to thou- 
sands of Christian people who are not 
thoroughly acquainted with the Scrip- 
tures. To us it is one of the most urgent 
for the day, that now seems so tremen- 
dously all-alluring. Our post-millennium 
friends have pushed the return of Christ 
far off and have made heaven seem like a 
phantom or a far-away unattainable thing 
‘that cannot be reached. They have made 
the millennium of the Revelation age 
slowly growing out of the Church age, 
resulting from its final development, not 
seeing that the churches are losing all 
power and cannot maintain their own 
life, much less convey life to the dead 
world. The Scriptures declare that the 
Lord must come back again to deliver His 
Church out of the world, place her in the 
position of glory with Himself, take to 
Himself His great power, and reign over 
nations that prove themselves utterly ia- 
capable of dominion. 

We read so many articles on the return 
of the Lord, and so many of them are 
such perversions of the Scriptures that it 
makes it impossible for all the prophets 
and their prophecies concerning the last 
days to be true. There is only one right- 
ful way to determine prophecy and that 
is comparing prophecy by prophecy, and 
when this is done, you have ever pro- 
blem solved. 

The fact is now being dawned on 
many minds that our Lord’s return and 
reign by a vast majority of churches, or 
at least their complex silence on it, will 
be one of the most powerful causes of 
the kingdom of Antichrist. So many pro- 
fessed followers of Christ are depending 
on ritualism and leaving off the Spirit 
and power of God, teaching that the 
world is becoming better every day and 
that finally God will lift from the earth 
all traces of the curse and give us a glori- 
fied world and His Son will come and 
receive it. But this cannot be proved by 
scripture. 

Isaiah 35 is a clear and distinct proph- 


ecy concerning God’s blessings on 
the earth, and it tells us exactly 
where the millennium will be set 


up. The millennial age that is coming, 
begins with a complete revelation in na- 
ture. It is not a heavenly world described, 
nor a fleshly created earth, but the old 
earth fundamentally changed. “The wil- 
derness and the solitary place shall be 
glad for them; and the desert shall re- 
joice, and blossom as the rose. It shail 
blossom abundantly, and rejoice even with 
joy and singing: the glory of Lebanoa 
shall be given unto it, the excellency of

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Mysteries of the Bible that are Realities

OLLOWING a recent article on the 

great subject of the new birth as be- 
ing a mystery, we are reading just a lit- 
tle further and we find the apostle in his 
writing saying words like these, “Hav- 
ing made known unto us the mystery of 
his will, according to his good pleasure 
which he hath purposed in himself,” Eph. 
1:3. 

In order that we may thoroughly un- 
derstand what the mystery of His will is, 
we must know something about His will. 
Again, we must appeal to the Word of 
God to be on the safe side. 

“For this is the will of God, even your 
SANCTIFICATION, that ye should ab- 
stain from fornication.” 1 Thess. 4:3. 
Here the Word tells us that God has 
willed to us an inheritance. Now where 
there is an inheritance left by will, in 
order that the party named in the will 
might receive that inheritance there is 
one thing that must be done, that is, the 
party must be identified. And since God 
has willed to us SANCTIFICATION, it 
will be necessary that we be identified, 
and the only identification is THE NEW 
BIRTH. 

Sanctification is and always has been a 
MYSTERY. People in all ages have said 
there was no such thing, only as a setting 
apart. We are ready to admit that there 
is a two-fold meaning, but we must place 
it where it belongs. It is in the mind of 
God that you and I receive this glorious 
experience for this purpose, ““That every 
one of you should know how to possess 
his vessel in sanctification and honour,” 
1 Thess. 4:4. Through the experience of 


the new birth we have our sins for- 
given, that is, our actual transgres- 
sions that we have committed, but 
in SANCTIFICATION we have our 


SIN washed away, our old man crucified, 
our Adamic sin, that which we are not 
responsible for. 

Over nineteen centuries ago Jesus 
hung upon the cross, gave His life’s blood 
that we might have this glorious experi- 
ence. “Wherefore Jesus also that he 
might sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate,” Heb. 
13:12, and while it is a mystery how that 
his blood shed nineteen centuries ago can 
sanctify us now, thank God, it is a reali- 
ty. 

Going back with the prophet of old, I 
find many things that they wrote were 
types or shadows of something that would 
appear later. ““Come now, and let us rea- 
son together, saith the Lord: though your 
sins be as scarlet they shall be as white 
as snow; though they be red like crim- 


son, they shall be as wool,” Isa. 1:18. 
Here the old prophet, seven hundred 
sixty years before Jesus died on Calvary, 
speaks to us introducing the cleansing, 
sanctifying blood that will be a mys- 
tery to the world. 

Many are expecting at death to auto- 
matically come into a state of SANC- 
TIFICATION, but brother, sister, death 
is not our sanctification but we must 
recognize the blood, and if you are not 
made holy here just remember that with- 
out holiness no man shall see the Lord. 
Heb. 12:14. What is holiness? Holiness is 
sanctification. What is sanctification? 
Sanctification is holiness. This is the 
MYSTERY. 

In the ministry of Jesus He taught 
sanctification, preached it in that won- 
derful Sermon on the Mount, when He 
said, “Blessed are the PURE in heart for 
ithey shall see God,” Matt, 5:8. Our 
hearts are only made pure by the _ll- 
atoning blood of Jesus. “In that day there 
shall be a fountain opened to the house 
of David and to the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, for sin and for uncleanness,” Zech. 
13:1. Here the prophet was telling us of 
that never-failing, ever-flowing foun- 
tain from which teeming millions have 
drunk to their hearts’ content and the 
supply has never been exhausted. It was 
this living water that Jesus told the Sa- 
maritan woman about that was such 
great mystery to her. 

The question is asked by many, “Was 
this experience taught in the early days, 
or the apostles’ day? We read where Je- 
sus, in that wonderful prayer to His 
Father, said, ““Sanctify them through thy 
truth; thy word is truth,” John 17:17. 
You might say, Yes, but where did they 
get the blessing? We answer this by the 
Word of God. Taking this same crowd 
that He was praying for, He goes out to 
Bethany to make His departure for the 
glory world, and there gives them their 
instructions as to the future. He said, 
“And behold I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
power from on high,” Luke 24:49. And 
at this last meeting with them, even 
while He was talking with them, He 
lifted up His hands and BLESSED them, 
or imparted to them the second blessing 
of sanctification that gave them the JOY 
He had prayed that they might have. He 
was just preparing them for one of the 
greatest events that has ever been be- 
stowed upon humanity—THE HOLY 
GHOST. 

After the departure of Jesus, His fol- 
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lowers went forth carrying out the divine 
commission, ““Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe 
ALL things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the world. 
Amen,” Matt. 28:19, 20. Sanctification 
is one of the ALL things for us to teach. 
Paul had it, he taught it, for we find that 
he said, “Prove ALL things: Hold fast 
that which is good (that good experience 
of the new birth): Abstain from all ap- 
pearance of evil. And the very God of 
peace sanctify you WHOLLY, and I 
pray God your whole spirit and soul and 
body be preserved blameless unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 
Thess. 5:21-23. 


Here He teaches that our spirit, soul, 
and body can be sanctified WHOLLY, 
that is, in accordance with these words, 
“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your reasonable serv- 
ice,” Rom. 12:1. By presenting our bo- 
dies entirely to Him, we will prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and perfect 
WILL OF God. His will is our sanctifi- 
cation. It was a fundamental teaching in 
the days of the reformation, when it was 
revealed to the Wesleys who had the 
born-again experience. This revelation 
came as it did to Paul. “How that by 
revelation he made known unto me the 
mystery,” Eph. 3:3. The foundation of 
the old Methodist church was built upon 
the experience of SANCTIFICATION as 
a second definite work of grace wrought 
in the heart through faith in the blood of 
the Son of God, And for a period of one 
hundred seventy-five years it was 
preached and thousands upon thousands 
got the blessing, shouted the victory and 
left the testimony that they have gone 
home. 


Because it is not popular, because critics 
say it is not scriptural, because it is a 
mystery to sO many, are we go- 
ing to fail Him in our commission? 
Let us unfurl the truth, let us up- 
hold the blood. Some have taken the 
blood songs from their books, they no 
longer uphold the blood-stained banner 
to a hungry-hearted world. Will we fail? 
Brethren, come on, let us not be moved 
by public opinion. When the apostles 
preached the Word, He confirmed it 
with signs following. If we will stand for 
it, He will confirm His Word. This is 
just another MAIN SILL that has held 
our doctrine to Biblical lines. While apos- 
tasy is raging and offering BIDS for you 
and me, let us lift up the standard of this 
MYSTERIOUS SANCTIFICATION.

ZEKIEL 9:4, “And the Lord said un-

The word “sigh” means to lament, 
grieve, yearn, and the word “cry” 


has several different meanings also, but 
that which I am speaking of means to la- 
ment audibly, to shed tears, with or with- 
out sound, to sob or weep. 

Oh, if we, as members of the Church 
of God, that which we know is the great- 
est institution in the world, would hum- 
ble ourselves under the mighty hand of 
God, and beg Him to break up our hearts, 
so we could sigh and cry over the condi- 
tion of this lost world, and more espe- 
cially, the conditions that are existing in 
many of our homes, who have loved ones 
just carelessly drifting along with the 
tide, still on the road to destruction, 
while we, who have this good experience, 
will allow the enemy of our soul to get 
us to cool off, and we can’t feel the bur- 
den for lost souls. We need to cry to God 
as Jeremiah did, “Oh that my head were 
water, and mine eyes a fountain of tears, 
that I might weep day and night.” 

But some will say, “I don’t see the need 
of all this cry-baby stuff.” Surely not, 
that is not what I am talking about, but 
let us ask God to put that inward cry, 
sigh, lamentation and groan in_ our 
hearts, for we know not what we should 
pray for as we ought, but the Spirit it- 
self maketh intercession for us, with 
groanings which cannot be uttered. 

Now, we notice some Bible characters, 
who did cry and weep. Heb. 5:7 tells of 
Jesus, who in the days of His flesh, of- 
fered up prayers and supplications, with 
strong crying and tears and was heard. 

Then, God told Hezekiah to set his 
house in order, for he should die and not 
live, but Hezekiah began to tell the Lord 
to remember how he had walked before 
Him in truth and with a perfect heart, 
and he wept sore. Then God said, “I have 
heard thy prayer and seen thy tears; be- 
hold I will heal thee.” But notice, God 
didn’t say to Hezekiah, “I know you 
have walked before me in truth and with 
a perfect heart,” but He did say, “I 
have heard thy prayer and seen thy tears.” 

I am glad that the great, loving, sym- 
pathetic heart of God can be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities. We 
think of us parents in our home life, 
rearing our children. We may be slow in 
granting the little wants and wishes of 


our children sometimes, but when we see 
that inward emotion break forth, with 
sobs and strong crying, we very readily 
see what can be done to satisfy their de- 
sires. I am using this just as an illustra- 
tion but I am trying to get us to see that 
we don’t need to be so hard-hearted that 
we can’t feel that inward emotional, la- 
mentable, godly sorrow for lost souls. 

We remember that Jesus groaned in 
spirit, was troubled and wept with Mary 
and Martha when their brother Lazarus 
was dead, but today people are becoming 
so hard-hearted, stiff and formal, They 
say now, “Don’t be emotional. It isn’t 
popular now to cry and sob, even at a 
funeral.” But Rom. 12:15 says, “Rejoice 
with them that do rejoice, and weep with 
them that weep.” David said, “My tears 
have been my meat day and night, while 
they continually say unto me, Where is 
thy God?” 

Oh, I know, just in the natural, we 
don’t like to shed tears and be emotional, 
but how well do I remember back twen- 
ty-seven years ago, when we received this 
wonderful experience, how free we were, 
giving vent to that good, warm feeling 
in our hearts, ready for service, to sing, 
laugh, shout, cry, groan, and go down 
under heavy burdens for lost souls, but 
where do we see that going down now? I 
say, O dear Lord, help the Church of God 
to quit rubbing elbows with the world, 
and get down to business and ask God to 
roll the burden of lost souls on us, and 
as we have said many times, and still say, 
Lord, put us through. at any cost. “For 
consider him that endured such contra- 
diction of sinners against himself, lest ye 
be wearied and faint in your minds. Ye 
have not yet resisted unto blood, striv- 
ing against sin.” 

Oh, that God would help us to be real 
soul winners! Psalms 126:6, “He that 
goeth forth and weepth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again with re- 
joicing, bringing his sheaves with him.”

Report of Georgia Ministers’ 
Meeting 


On Nov. 19, 1935 fifty-one ministers 
from various parts of the state assembled 
at the Church of God at Macon to con- 
sider plans for advancing the cause of 
Christ and His Church in Georgia. Serv- 
ices were called to order at 7:00 p. m. 
by our state overseer, Brother J. P. 
Hughes. A lively song service mixed with 
prevailing prayer and praises ensued, fol- 
lowed by scripture reading and opening 
remarks by Brother Hughes. Brothers J. 
H. Walker, S. W. Latimer and M. P. 
Cross were present and gave us encour- 
aging talks at this time. The remainder 
of the evening was given to business ses- 
sion, also the services through the fol- 
lowing day. 

The ministers’ meeting closed Wed- 
nesday night, Nov. 20th, with a free-for- 
all service, featuring a stirring message by 
our General Overseer, Brother Walker, 
which seemed to inspire this body of min- 
isters to preach Christ in His simplicity 
and saving power. 

Business passed upon was as follows: All 
home mission money will be used for the 
evangelizing of new fields exclusively, 
and ministers doing constructive work in 
new fields are entitled to help from its 
funds. Georgia will have no state evangel- 
ist, but each minister who is not a pastor 
should get into new fields and do his 
best. Each district overseer is expected to 
give a complete report of the work on his 








district at the state convention which 
will convene in May. 
The state camp meeting was set for 


July 9-19. The ministers of the state of 
Georgia are to pay five dollars each and 
raise the equivalent of ten cents per 
member in his local church for the pur- 
chase of a state camp ground. Each min- 
ister is further expected to raise his mis- 
sion quota, aged mnisters’ fund, and his 
forty cents per member for general in- 
debtedness where he has not done so; to 
push the Octagon soap coupon drive; be 
prompt in reporting to both the state 
overseer and Headquarters and to be a 
worker for the Evangel, securing not less 
than five subscriptions by the state con- 
vention. 

Brother Wesley H. Daniel was ap- 
pointed state superintendent of Sunday 
Schools and E. M. _Tapley, _ state 
secretary of the Y. P. E. The body of 
ministers unanimously approved of the 
purchase of furniture for the state par- 
sonage from the mission fund last year, 
and recommended that it be retained. 
Come on, ministers, and let’s go over the 
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top in every respect. God will help us!— 
E. M. Tapley, clerk of convention.

I began 
to think of where I was going to spend 
eternity. During these years of solitude 


and meditation I have recalled many in- 


cidents and revealed them separately, and 
the past was amazingly unfolded like a 
picture on the screen. Certainly no one

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was to blame for my difficulty other 
than sin. 

Today I can say that I have acquired 
a great many things by the help of God. 
Peace of mind has returned and many al- 
terations have been substituted therein co 
the glory of God, most important of 
which is the future view toward the un- 
certain pathway of my own life. 

I have achieved the judgment of not 
being so eager in censuring others, and 
furthermore the ability to smile in the 
face of trials and tribulation has meant 
much to me. As a result of this self- 
analysis and personal investigation, the 
statistics prove to me, beyond a doubt, 
that serving God is the best policy. 

There are so many particulars in- 
volved in the changing of habits and 
traits that to list them all, I doubt if the 
help derived therefrom would prove bene- 
ficial as they would be too easily forgot- 
ten. But I sincerely believe the most im- 
portant one of all is to give your heart 
to God, if you are honest with yourself 
and really mean to change. A man knows 
the facts concerning himself better than 
any one and to attain the goal he is aim- 
ing for he must analyze himself. For the 
faults that he finds he must substitute a 
practical remedy that will stand the most 
rigid test, and that would be prayer. 
When this has been accomplished, victory 
cannot be denied. 

Just what I intend doing upon my re- 
lease is evident and the firmness and truth 
of the convictions revealed are enough to 
make me fully prepared for the future 
success of my life. It will be a hard, up- 
hill struggle but the reward in the end 
will pay dividends that no other invest- 
ment can possibly pay.
